Ten  years  ago  a Cool  Y Cat  wouldn’t  have  ridden  a bike 
on  campus  to  save  his  blazer.  But  times  have  changed.  For- 
mer missionaries  who  had  peddled  bicycles  through  the 
streets  of  Oslo,  Buenos  Aires,  and  Berne,  came  back  to  cam- 
pus and  brought  their  bikes.  Bicycle  riding  became  socially 
acceptable,  as  well  as  an  efficient,  economical  mode  of  travel. 

The  administration  favored  and  encouraged  the  use  of 
bicycles.  In  1960  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  said,  “I  am 
personally  very  anxious  that,  to  the  extent  feasible,  bicycles 
replace  automobiles  on  the  campus.” 

Bicycles  proliferated.  In  au- 


tumn of  1960  a bicycle  code  was 
put  into  effect.  It  was  designed, 
not  to  discourage  bicycle  riding, 
but  to  regulate  bicycle  traffic. 

It’s  obvious  that  with  hundreds 
of  bicycles  on  campus,  some  reg- 
ulation is  necessary.  We  feel  that 
the  regulations  set  down  in  the  bi- 
cycle code  are  liberal  and  permis- 
sive. 

They  require  bicycle  owners  to 
register  their  vehicles  with  uni- 
versity security.  They  stipulate 
that  bicycles  are  not  to  be  ridden 
on  campus  sidewalks  during  class 
breaks.  And  that  bicycles  must  be 
parked  in  the  areas  provided,  not 
strung  all  over  campus  helter- 
skelter.

The  outstanding  player  this 
week,  as  chosen  by  the  coaching 
staff,  the  Universe  sports  staff, 
and  the  sports  bureau,  is  fleet 
wingback  Gene  Frantz. 

LAST  WEEK,  against  the  Rams 
of  CSU,  he  acted  the  part  of  the 
Thief  of  Baghdad  in  picking  off 
three  CSU  passes.  Two  of  these 
vital  'interceptions  were  converted 
into  Cougar  touchdowns. 

The  185-pound  wingback  re- 
turned one  of  his  interceptions 
to  within  four  yards  of  the  CSU 
goal  before  a desperation  tackle 
shoved  him  out-of-bounds. 

ALTHOUGH  FRANTZ  is  listed 
as  a wingback,  he  has  proved 
most  valuable  as  safety  man  on 
the  defensive  crew. 

Frantz  began  his  varsity  foot- 
ball with  the  Cougars,  by  hustling 
his  way  into  a first-string  end 
berth  during  his  sophomore  sea- 
son. However,  during  a game  with 
Montana  State  he  came  up 
against  the  business  end  of  the 
MSU  fullback’s  elbow.  This  side- 
lined him  for  most  of  the  remain- 
der of  the  season. 

HE  PICKED  UP  a letter  though 
at  the  end  of  his  sophomore  sea- 
son and  then  earned  another  last 
year,  mainly  from  his  play  in  the 
end  slot. 

Frantz  is  a senior  from  Salt 
Lake.  While  playing  high  school 
football  in  Salt  Lake  Gene  earned 
All-State  honors. 

There  will  be  some  memory  of 
Gene  in  the  Western  Athletic  Con- 
ference record  books,  at  least  for 
a while.  This  record  is  the  three 
passes  which  he  intercepted 
against  Colorado  State.

In  the  event  that  a prospective 
graduate  cannot  complete  the  re- 
quirement by  the  deadline  for  his 
graduation  application,  he  went 
on,  it  will  be  necessary  for  him 
to  postpone  his  graduation  until 
the  next  commencement. 

The  examination  is  a standard 
examination  which  measures, 
comprehensively,  the  full  range  of 
skills  involved  in  the  process  of 
good  writing:  organization,  gram- 
matical conventions,  critical 
thinking,  -and  effectiveness  and 
appropriateness  of  expression.

THE  GARDENS  are  laid  out 
in  an  area  pattern.  One  from  the 
deep  south  would  find  himself  at 
home  in  the  southeast  corner  un- 
der the  magnolia  and  tulip  trees 
while  one  from  California  would 
prefer  the  west  side  near  the 
sequoia  trees. 

Planted  around  the  Botany  pond 
are  several  trees  native  to  the 
Florida  swamps.  These  trees,  the 
Bald  Cypress  are  related  to  our 
evergreen  trees  but  they  turn  a 
rust  color  in  the  fall.  They  were
